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BISMARCE'S SHADOW STILL

The warmth of the greeting given by the
Berliners to Bismarck vesterday as he came
from the farewell sudiesce with the Em-
percr is not to be wondered at. But for the
life-work of Bismarck it is more than likely
that Barlin would be the capital of Prussia
merely, instead of that of United Germaay.
However Americans, accustomed to demo-
cratic methods, may dislike the absolutism
whieh has lain beneath Bismarek's policy
ot all times, they must recognire the genins
of the statesman who has accomplished so
wiunch lor his pative land.

It is curious how the shadow of Bis
marck’s retirement obscures every other
event in Germany. The Labor Congress
continues io session, the Emperor fretinlly
protesis against the too ontspoken comments
of even the German newspapers, he assures
Austria of the permanence of Germany’s
friendship, and the Pope addresses a courtly
letter of congratulation to the young Ew-
peror on his eflorts to solve social questions
with new keys, but Germany, and indeed
the whold world, talks mot of these things,
but of the Iron Chaneellor, who is now a
private citizen.

The tears that Bismarck shed yesterday
are not likely to be the only ones that will
be shed on sccount of his departure from
e Ewpire's helm.

INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT.

We have rev ved f{rom the American
Copyright Leaguea number of documents
in advocacy of the international copyright
bill mow before Congress. Tae Dis.
YATCH has always favered the bill; it is an
not of justior o foreign authors and a
weasnre of protection for American authors,
publishers, vprinters, and everyome con-
neoted with the making of books. It is
only necessary to look at the names of the
wndorsers of the ili to comprehend the
strength of iits claims. All the leading
authors of this country faver it. The
American Puoblisbers’ Copyricht League,
cousisting of sixty-five publishers, incluod-
ing such firms as Harpers, Appletons,
Seribners, The Century Company, Hough-
wom, Miffin& Co.,, A. C McClurg & Co,,
J. B. Lippincott Company, and Raod
3eNully & Cp; the National Typothets,
the lnternational Typographical Union
contaiming forty thousand typesetters, and
other bodies, equally important, and equally
representative of the book snd printing in-
dustrics, have indorsed this attempt to ob-
tain security for literary property. The
majority of book-reading Americans, we
believe, aro in tavor of the bill. It ought to
be pussed by Congress without amendment.

There seems w be only one serious danger
threatening the bill at present, and this
arises from the revival of the royalty or
stamp copyright scheme. Mr. R. Pearsale
Bmith, of Philadelphia, is the father of this
scheme ns now presented. It proposes:

(1) That any American publisher
ehall be st liberty to print editions of
the works of anv forcign suthor uunder the
condition of paying to suech authora roy-
alty of 10 per cent. of the retail price.

(2) That this rovalty shall be paid by
the purchase from the author, Iin advance of
the publication of the American edition, of
stamps representiog the above rate, asmany
stamps being bought as there are copies
printed in the edition, and each copy of the
book that is placed in the market by the
punlisher bearing one of these stamps con-
spicuously affixed.

This is a ridiculously inadequate and
clumsy =ubstitute for international copy-
right Ewen the coastitutionality of this
wvoderlaking to set aside or nullify the right
of private contract is very doubtful. Ii
would be & direct interference with the
right of the author to select his own agents
and muke his own bargains. To carry out
Mr. Smith’s scheme, Joreign authors would
have station inspectors in the offices of
Aweriean publisbers to check off their re-
printe. But the objections to the scheme
are entirely too numerons to mention. As
Mr. Georpe H. Putnam says—and this con-
tains the kernel of the questiop—: *II
Congress will bring about the srrangement
for the necessary recognition and protection
of literary property, the suthors and pub-
lishers ean sa‘ely be lett to adjust between
themselves all business details, such as rates
o! ecompensation and methods of payment,
wiiich details are properly matters of pri-
vate contraci.™

A FORGOTTER ELEMENT.

The Intest move of the dress reformers of
the Jenness school, in the development of &
varicty of the divided skirt by which women
may ride astride of a horse instead of ju the
fashionable sidelong style, is occasioning
much newspaper discussion. It is typical of
all discussions ns to temale dress, thatalmost
the entire commenl on the goestion is de-
voted to the question of how women will
look, in one way or the otker, The fact is
apparent in the editorial discussion of the
matter that this is the masculive ns well as
the feminine altitude of mind on all subjects
relatiog to feminive costumes. The fact that
Misa Mabel Jenness’ new departure permits
the lady who prefers a man's saddie to look
pearly if not quite as well in it as the one
who ndberes to the fashionable riding-skirt, is
generally recognized; and one liberal co-
temporary goes 50 fur as to concede that
women can do as they choose about it, with
the decided reservation that the majority of
them will still be “happily conscions of their

One might think that with the controlling
element of looks so nearly balanoed, publie
discussion might give some mitention to the
relative safety or utility of the two methods
efriding. The guestion,which is the firmest
soeat o1 gives better control of the horse is
vital one to male riders; but when it comes
to female dress it is always igoored ss
wholly foreign, If we could progrems

far enough to take wsuch considera-
tions into view, we might eventually per-
ceive that with women, 88 with men, the
most becoming costume, whether for niding,
walking or any ofher occupation, is that
best suited to its purposes. But the ele
ments of convenience, utility or adaptation
to the sspecinl cireumstances under which
the costume is to be worn, have been so com-
pletely excluded from any consideration in
econnection with women's dress thut men
nor women do mot as a rule think them
worth menationing in the discussion of dress
reforms,

WYOMIKNG'S TxMPTING OFFER.

The debate in the House of Represents-
tives yesterday upon the question of admit-
ting the Territory of Wyoming into the
Uunited” States developed some humorous
features, and precious little else. The oppo-
sition to Wyoming's admission iz coming
from the Democratic side of the House.
It is simply the fact that Wyoming’s admis-
sion will add three votes to the Republican
colomn in the Electoral College in 1892, and
give two more United States Senators to the
same party, that excites Democratie oppo-
sition. From a partisan point of view it is
good enough ground for hostility, too.

But the debate was important because in
its course the awful possibility of & woman
being clected to the United States Senate
was foreshadowed. The gentleman whe
called up thiz specter thonght to damage
Wyroming's chances of statehood, but it is
by no means certain that he suceeeded. We
echo the gquery of Mr. Taylor, of Ohio:
“Don’t you think one good woman in the
Senate would help it some ?" and we are
inclined to believe that the country will re-
ply in the affirmative. It would take more
than one good woman, of course, to save the
Senate. One good woman would have her
hanas full. There are so many old women
there already that a genuine feminine per
sonality would find it hard to make an im-
pression. Bat substantial good wounid be
secomplished in some directions, There
would be an end of the secret session tom-
foolery. Not even Senator Edmunds would
have the icr and adamantine cheek to pre-
tend that executive sessicns could be held
in geerecy with an inteiligent woman pres-
ent. Just to puncture this collapsing bal-
leon of undemocratic practice, the admission
of a fair Senator from Wroming would be
justified. To secnre this chanee of bringing
the Senate abreast with the age, we are
neartily in favor of Wyoming's admission
to the sisterhood of Btates.

OBLIGATIONS OF THE CENSUS,

The takiog of the eleventh census is well
under way. The populsr inlerest in this
great hational work becomes more general
and lively as decade follows decade. Pitts-
burg is happily in a position to awsit, with
calm assurance, the revelationa of the
statisticians who shall investigate her stand-
ing and reveal her relative proportions. It
isincambent upon evervofie who has the
best interests of this community st beart to
nid the census takers in every possible way.
Individual eitizens may serve Pittsburg no
little in this way.

We need hardly remind the many offi-
cials of the municipality and county that
they are especially bounden to aid Mr
Portor and his assistants in the preparation
of statistics for the census, Ton great ex-
tent it lies with them to set Pittsburg and
its environs ina preper light before the
nation. As the Superintendent of the
Census rightly says: “If they veglect the
opportunity, or place obstacles in the way,
the record will, as a matter of course, bg im-
periect and contrast unfavorably with that
of other cities.”" But Pittsburg, we are as-
sured, can rely upon the fidelity ana indus-
try of her publie servants in this emergency.

1t is not improper to call the attention of
the preparers of the census to a cognatas,
matier, Schedulezs are being sent to the
offictals of municipalities all over the coun-
ry, to be filled up with faets and figures
relative to the various cities. But the
schedules are apparently plaoned without
consideration of the fact that hardly two
cities in the country are governed with
identieal methods and vnder idestical con-
ditions, A schednle whigh fits the case of
New York exusetly, and could be filled up
by New York municipal officers with esse
and dispateh, might not apply to Pitisburz
at sll. We understand that such a diffi-
culty has arisen already, and we trust that
census authorities will hasten to open the
way for the co-operation of our maunicipal
officers, who are anxious to give the desired
information.

Mr. Abel was favorably impressed with Bt
Thomas, which has considerable of tho ple-
turesque to commend it to the traveler from
the North, Three-fourths of the population of
12,000—a hondred years ago there were 15,000
souls on the island—are negroes.

The soene presented by
thie negroes bringing the coal on board was not
an agreeable one for an Ameriean. The
majority of the coal carriers were negro zirls,
from 10 to 16 years old. Men, women and boys
completed the crowd of tollers, who numbered
about 100. They were all barefooted and
scantily clad, the dresses of the women and
girls reaching hardly to the knee. They car-
ried the coal in baskets upon their heads, and
two lines of them were continually trotting
rapidly over the narrow gaugplank for two
hours or more. It seemed miraculons that
tome in the jostling, hurrying throng did not
fall into the water.

The negroes could not work without shont-
ing, singing and swearing—the latter especially
—all the time. Mr. Abel paively remarks that
he heard more oa in those two hours than
he bad for a year in Pittsburg. It is curions
how the plague ot profanity spreads when once
it is started, Swearing usually follows in the
wake of whisky and firearmus when civilization
invades barbarism,

The reason so many females are employed in
ship coaling at St, T is, Mr. Abel says,
that they work bester than the wen. Probably
the lazy husbands and brothers of these women
find it easier to let the latter support them.
The pay Is not princely—1 cent for each basket
holding two bushels of eoal. A woman can
earn & to 50 cents every time o vessel puls in
for coal.
